Deputy Wilfling reported that the 
laws were not generally observed, and 
attributed this to the fact that violat­ 
ors were fully aw are of the laxity of 
the statutes and the difficulty to secure 
convictions under them. 
He declared 
they are weak in that they are not 
sufficiently binding. 
He traveled 35 
miles during the year in the pulpit of 
his official duties, and reported quail 
as being plentiful during the open sea­ 
son and scarce prior to that time. 
Pheasant w as scarce and rabbits and 
squirrel wore not as num erous as in 
form er years. 
The annual report of 
the game and fish commission will 
probably be subm itted to the governor 
this wTeek.

OBITUARY 


The new code bill, backed by the 
state bar association and 
the state 
bo&rd of commerce, having for its ob­ 
ject a uniform system of municipal 
government for Ohio cities and towns, 
will pome prominently before the leg 
failure at an early date. Of course 
it #111 be vigorously 
opposed, 
be­ 
cause it is to the interest of a lot of 
people to oppose it. But the opposi 
tion will not come from a majority 
of taxpayers nor from those who are 
interested in good government. Local 
conditions do not vary so much that 
all Ohio municipalities cannot safely 
be placed under one code, provided it 
be a wise one. Effort in that direc­ 
tion certainly deserves to be encour 
aged. 


The Michigan and Ohio members of 
congress, whose districts touch the 
lakes, are interested in a bill being 
prepared by the secretary of the navy 
providing for the establishment of 
naval training station on the great 
lakes. The secretary says that one is 
needed very much and he hopes con 
gross will make the necessary pro 
vision. 
The states bordering on the 
great lakes form no inconsiderable 
part of the country. They are capable 
of strengthening the navy greatly, as 
they have done in the past. The sea 
shore is distant, and a lake training 
school would be valuable, both to the 
naval militia of the 
central 
states 
and to the country at large.

A prize of $200,000 is

WONDERFUL CAVE FOUND. 


Marvels of a Prehistoric Dwelling 
Place In the Rockier. 
A new cave that gives promise of 
developing into the most wonderful of 
its kind in the known world has been 
discovered in the mountains about 
forty-eight miles east of Butte, Mon., 
in Jefferson canyon, says the St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat. 
Its extent is as yet 
unknown, though it has been explored 
for a distance of ten miles and to a 
depth of about 800 feet. The entrance 
to the cave, which is near the track of 
the Northern Pacific railway and about 
1,000 feet above the bed of the river, 
was discovered a few weeks ago by a 
fumier, and the cavern lins just been 
exploit by a party headed by J. W. 
Gilbert, a newspaper writer of Butte. 
Mr. Gilbert returned recently with 
evidence of his discoveries and the 
wonders of the cave. 
Several skele­ 
tons were found in one cf the many 
rooms, aud many articles and utensils 
of stone and copper were lying about, 
some of which have been brought out. 
The skeletons are of people of gigantic 
stature, and the belief of Mr. Gilbert 
is that the cave was the abode of a 
prehistoric people and that further ex­ 
planation will bring to light proof of 
that fact and more remains of its in­ 
habitants. 
A theory is that by a sudden change 
and disturbance of the earth the en­ 
trance to the ancient home was closed 
and the inhabitants walled up and 
left to die. A large river, with a fall 
of IOO feet at one place, is one of the 
wonders of the cave, and a score of 
apartments, some hundreds of feet in 
extent, are decorated with the wonder­ 
ful formations of nature. 
One room 
resembles the interior of a cathedral, 
with a gigantic pipe organ, the pipes 
being formed of stalactites tuned by 
nature to give forth beautiful notes of 
harmony. A member of the exploring 
party, by striking the pipes with a 
stick, played ‘‘Nearer, My God, to 
Thee,” and the explorers declare it was 
the grandest music ever heard. 
Access to the cave is very difficult, 
as a direct descent of 400 feet is nec­ 
essary before any footing can be se­ 
cured. Another party xviii shortly visit 
the cave fully equipped for a thorough 
exploration.

NATURE’S ENERGY. 


P o s s ib ilitie s o f U t ilis in g H e a t o f t i# 
E a r t h ’s I n te rio r. 
New methods of utilizing nature’s 
energy constantly are being discover­ 
ed, and doubtless the future has in 
store greater discoveries than yet have 
been made. T. G. Mendenhall in Cas- 
Bler’s Magazine writes of the stored 
energy of the heat of the earth’s in­ 
terior and the possibilities of using it 
as a source of power. He says: 
‘‘The stored energy of the heat of 
the earth’s interior is beyond power of 
calculation, and some not; entirely un­ 
successful attempts to utilize this have 
already been made. From a short dis­ 
tance below the surface the tempera­ 
ture Increases downward at an aver­ 
age rate which Indicates that at a 
depth of fifty miles It is not less than 
5,(JOO degrees F., aud there is abundant 
reason for believing that the earth is 
an intensely hot body with only a thin 
layer of poorly conducting, cold sur­ 
face matter. 
“These are the essential conditions 
of a heat engine of enormous capacity, 
and as in many parts of the world 
comparatively high temperatures are 
found very near the surface, while In 
all paris considerable ranges are possi­ 
ble within reasonable differences of 
level, the interior heat of the earth, 
which has an origin more remote in 
time than the sun or its own axial ro­ 
tation, is worthy of most serious con­ 
sideration as a iMJSsible aud reasonable 
source of power. 
“Its importance will be greatly en­ 
hanced when we are able to transform 
heat energy directly Into electricity on 
a large scale and with economy, avoid­ 
ing the great waste which necessarily 
accompanies the use of the steam en­ 
gine, and this must soon come about.”

"Old Sammy” Day, who In the old days 
w as wont to keep the spectators In a 
roar by his w itty sallies and cockney 
songs, and Gus Guererro. 
The presence of these old campaign­ 
ers will recall to many a spectator the 
heyday of the sport when Howell, Fitz­ 
gerald, Albert and Littlewood made 
thousands of dollars. Rowell won $27,- 
000 in one race a t Madison Square 
Garden and carried back to England 
the sum of $44,000 as the result of two 
races in New York. H e is a small, 
broad shouldered fellow and probably 
the pluckiest runner th a t ever trod the 
saw dust track. 
In one of the big races at the Garden 
he trotted slxty-two miles without a 
break, w ith the wild eyed "Lepper” 
Hughes at his elbow, and covered 150 
miles in the first twenty-four hours. 
Rowell still holds the world's records 
from OO to 383 milos. 
The greatest struggle ever seen at 
the Garden was when the lanky Fitz­ 
gerald beat Rowell. For the last three 
days the men were practically together, 
and the entire city was frantic with ex­ 
citement. Wall street men met at the 
Garden every night, and thousands of 
dollars changed hands on the result. 
Tho crowd at the Garden during 
those days has never since been equal 
od in the big arena, and Fitzgerald 
won a good sized fortune. 
He after 
ward became an alderm an and staid 
citizen of Long Island City. N. Y. 
Rowell is now a prosperous innkeep­ 
er in England, 
George Cartwright, 
who will he seen in the approaching 
race, still holds the professional re­ 
cords for fifty and sixty miles. 
All the old tim ers entered in this 
race arc still strong, healthy looking 
men. and with a big prize as an in­ 
centive they will undoubtedly train 
hard and give the younger men in the 
race a hard task to beat them.

WONDERFUL CAVE FOUND. 


M a r v e ls o f a P r e h i s t o r ic D w e l l i n g 
P la c e In t h e H o o k ie s . 
A uew cave that gives promise of 
developing into the most wonderful of 
Its kind iu the known world has been 
discovered 
In 
tile mountains about 
forty-eight miles east of Butte, Mon., 
in Jefferson canyon, says the St. Louis 
Globo-Democrat. 
Its extent is as yet 
unknown, though it has been explored 
for a distance of ten miles and to a 
depth of alwjut 800 feet. The entrance 
to tile cave, which is near the track of 
the Northern Pacific railway and uhout 
1,000 feet above tile bed of the river, 
was discovered a few weeks ago by a 
banter, and the cavern lins just been 
explored by a party headed by J. W. 
Gilbert, a newspaper writer of Butte. 
Mr. Gilbert returned recently with 
evidence of his discoveries ami tile 
wonders of the cave. 
Several skele­ 
tons wert* found In one of the many 
rooms, and many articles anil utensils 
of stone ami copper were lying about, 
some of which have been brought out. 
The skeletons are of people of gigantic 
stature, and the l»ellcf of Mr. Gilbert 
is that the cave was the abode of a 
prehistoric people and that further ex­ 
planation will bring to light proof of 
that fact and more remains of its in­ 
habitants. 
A theory Is that by a sudden change 
and disturbance of the earth the en­ 
trance to the ancient home was closed 
ami the inhabitants walled up and 
left to die. 
A large river, with a fall 
of IOO feet at one place, is one of the 
wonders of the cave, and a score of 
apartments, some hundreds of feet In 
extent, are decorated with the wonder­ 
ful formatlous of nature. 
One room 
resembles the interior of a cathedral, 
with a gigantic pipe organ, the pipes 
being formed of stalactites tuned by 
nature to give forth beautiful notes of 
harmony. 
A member of the exploring 
oarty, by striking the pipes with a 
stick, played “Nearer, 
My God, to 
Thee,” uud the explorers declare it was 
the grandest music ever heard. 
Access to the cave is very difficult, 
as a direct descent of 400 feet is nec­ 
essary before any footing can be se­ 
cured. 
Another party will shortly visit 
the cave fully equipped for u thorough 
exploration.

From a short dis­ 
tance below the surface the tempera­ 
ture increases downward at nu aver­ 
age rat*1 which Indicates that at a 
depth of fifty miles it Is not less than 
5,000 degrees F., and there is abundant 
reason for believing that the earth is 
an Intensely hot body wit ii only it thin 
layer of poorly conducting, cold sur­ 
face matter. 
“These are the essential conditions 
of a heat engine o f enormous capacity, 
and as Iii many paris of the world 
comparatively high temi>erature* are 
found very near the surface, while In 
all parts considerable ranges are poasl* 
blo within reasonable differences of 
level, tho Interior heat of tin* earth. 
which has un origin more remote In 
time than the sun or Its own axial ro­ 
tation. Is worthy of most serious con­ 
sideration as a invisible uud reasonable 
source of power. 
“Its importance will be greatly en­ 
hanced when we are able to transform 
beat energy directly Into electricity on 
a large scale and with economy, avoid­ 
ing the great waste which necessarily 
accompanies the use of the steam en­ 
gine, and tills must soon come about.”
